WHEREAS a Map of Survey that was prepared of the Sand Creek Road No. 129 where it 

currently exists on the ground was recorded at Instrument No. 630680, Rod No. 26 and Map No. 1520 in the 

Crook County Clerk’s Office in the Courthouse in Sundance, WY specifically describing the centerline and

culvert, cattleguard, bridge or underpass upon said road for the limited purpose of maintaining or replacing said
